be No personal vehicles will be used or should be permitted
in the area of th¢ aafehouse.

¢e Only those individuals responsible for training and/or
operations will be permitted to visit the safehouse, 4 log of all visitors
will be kept on & 2l=hour basis, Personnel wishing to visit the safehouse
on operational matters will obtain prior approval from SR/3.

d., A1l incoming tzlephone calls will be handled by the responsible
case offieer or by any such person as maybe designated by the ecase
 officer. A log of all incoming and outgoing telephone calls will be meintained
on a 24 hour basis, - :

o. An asppropriate cover story, for use by the Prineipal
Agent trainee and other vigitors, should be prepared for the safehouse.

f. A secure area and facilities should be made available to
the trainee for recreatlonal purposes.
